" Wg have met the enemy and we are 
theirs," was the laconio dispatch of a gen- 
eral to hia Government after his forces 
had bean captured by an opposing army. 
The position the Government candidatos 
in the Oity find themsolves in after Iho 
battle of yesterday is not unlike that of 
commander whose laoonioism has immor- 
talized him. They have mot the enemy 
and have been vanqniBhod. The defeat 
is unrelio\ed by a single gratifying cir- 
cumstance. At the very least it was antici- 
pated that the Govornmout ivould divide 
the Oity seats with the Opposition. Thoy 
have lost all four scats including that of 
the Premier, who oocupios the fifth place 
on the poll. Dr. Trimblo also fails of 
election, and Mr. Finlayaon, the heaviest 
individual taxpayer in Uie Province, 
stands sixth on the poll. We know that 
the intelligence will bo read with a feeling 
of surprise not unmingled with regret and 
dismay in many parts of the Province. 
The country has prospered unmistakeably 
nnderitheiWisa and energetic administra- 
tion of Mr/Elliott. The policy has been 
in the main successful. It has infused 
new life into every interbst,aiid ponvorted a^ 
despairing and almost hopeless Province 
into a happy and coutoutod community. 
Taxation is always diataateful, and the 
light scale of taxes imposed by Mr.Elliott 
. to meet the over-expenditure ot his pro- 
deoessors has given his Government a cer- 
tain amount of unpopularity with the un- 
thinking few who did not atop to reflect 
that without the imposition the country 
would find itself iu bankruptcy. The 
pledge of the oloctod members to reliovo 
Municipalities of the burthen of Provin- 
cial taxation "took" with the multitude, 
but we venture the prediction that it can- 
not be carried out. In fact, we feel confl-. 
dent that the rate of taxation';.will soon be 
increased ;that the numbisr ofMinisters will 
be raised to four, and that the economies 
promised in the addresses in "tho main 
cannot bo carried out. Thoro is a bare 
possibility that the Government party 
" may have carried a sufficient number of 
districts on Mainland and istand to still 
hold tiieir own in tho House; but Mr. 
Elliott will no longer lead thera for the 
simple reason that ho is not a member of 
the House. What will bo tho elToct 
abroad of the result of this election wo 
oonnot venture to say at present. Just 
now the Provincial bends stand very high 
in the London market. We sincerely 
trust that the public credit will not bo a 
sufferer by the change that is foreshadow- 
ed by the election yesterday.

Mr. Mackenzie's Statememt. 



(Oonoladod.) 

(Toronto Globo May Gth.) ' 

This would involve for tho first-men- 
tioned extension fifty- one miles of exces- 
sively heavy railway construction on tho 
mainland.a ferry of fifteonmiles in length, 
and ninety-thrae miles of railway on tho 
island— amounting to not less that four- 
teen millions. The second extension 
would involve one hundred and eighty- 
three miles of railway on tho island and 
an aggregate additional cost of, 
nineteen millions. Tho cost and distan- 
ces would therefore then stand as follows: 
Burrard Inlet route, to English Bay, 508 
miles, costing, thirty-two millions; Bute 
Inlet route, to Albecni, 705 miles, costing 
forty-seven millions; Bate Inlet route, to 
Esauimalt, 795 miles, costing fiftj-two 
millons, with the inaonvenience iu the 
two last cases of a fifteen mile ferry. Mr. 
Mackenzie then discussed at some length 
the alleged objections to Burrard Inlet on 
the score of its prorimifcy to the Amdrioun 
boundary, and military reasons which 
might make it unsafe in case of war. Ho 
came to the conclusion that they were not 
of such a nature as to outweigh tho other 
strong arguments in fuvor of the Burrard 
Inlet site. He proceeded to consider tho 
cost of maintenance of the line as an im- 
portant element in tho calculations of tho 
Government, and showed that tho choice 
of Bute Inlet as against Port Moody would 
create a charge of 5123,000 per annum, 
while the extra maintenance of a railway 
termmating at Alborni would be §483,000, 
or at Esquimalt SG93,000, per annum, be- 
sides the inconvenience, of ferryage or 
transhipment, which could only be over- 
come by an outlay for bridging of the 
most stupeudo-as character. Glancing at 
the prospects of a trans-oceanic trade, he 
estimated the relative* distances between 
Yellow Head Puss and Yokohama in Ja- 
pan as follows:— By tho Bute Inlet route 
via Alberni, 3,822 nautical miles; by Bute 
Inlet route, via Esq.mmalt, 4,955 nautical 
miles; by Port Moody, 4,796 nautical 
miles. He summed up tho various points 
bearing a«, tho quoation, and stated that 
although no decision had formally boec 
arrived at there could bo no doubt it 
would be in favor of Burrard Inlet. While 
at Bute Inlet the heaviest work would 
have to be encou"ntered and the railway 
constructed thrbtigliout boforo it would 
be of any appreciable service at , Burrard 
Inlet they would havo tho assistance tern 
porarUy of water navigation by the Fraser 
Bivor to Yale, a distance of 90 miles. 
Erom thence thoy would build 125 miloa 
of railway to Kumloops, tho head of navi- 
gation, which again would afford further 
acoess to the country of over 9G miles. 
This would open up the way into the very 
interior. to a distance of 321 miles from 
the sea. A line 182 miles in length would 
extend from tho Li— I of the inland navi- 
gatien abovo mentioned to tho Yellow 
Head Pass, making 493 miles in all as the 
length of the future railway. The advan- 
tages of a Canadian trans continental line 
were then shown by comparison between 
tho proposed Canadian Pacific and other 
routes as follows:— San Erancisco to Now 
York-r-Union Pacific, Michigan Central, 
and New York Centrul, 3,363 miles; New 
Westminster to Montreal— Canadian Pa- 
cific and liab to Montreal, via Ottawa, 
2,730 miles— a difference in favor of tho 
■ Oanadian route of 633 miles. Sau Fran- 
cisco to Now York, as above, 3,303 miles; 
NoA? Westmiustor to Moutreal, by Cana- 
' dian Pacific, St. Lawrence and Ottawa, 
and New York Central, 3,058— Jifl'orenco 
in favor of Canadian route, 305. San 
Eranoiaco to Montreal— Union Pacific, 
Michigan Central, and Grand Trunk, 3,- 
251" New Westminster to Montreal— Ca- 
nadian Pacific, Montreal and Ottawa, 2,- 
730 difl'erenco in favor of Canadian Paci- 
fic 521.

EUEOPE. 
CoNSTANTiNOPLiJ, May 21.— An official 
dispatch to the Turkish representatives 
abroad thus describes tho emute which 
took place in that city yesterday. About 
thirty refugees entered tho gardens of tho 
palace inhabited by ex-Sultan'Muradj and 
raised shouts of "long live the Sultan." 
Sontinals opposed the entry of these men 
into the palaco and were fired upon, one 
being killed. Troops arriving tho assail- 
ants were driven back with somo killed 
and wounded on both sides. Ali Sauvi, 
who appeared as organizer and loader of 
tie atteot; was killed. The affair had no 
other cohBequenoe. Public tranquility is 
undisturbed. 

LoNDOK, May 21.— In tho House of 
Commons this afternoon Sir John Holker, 
Attorney-General, in reply to an inquiry, 
said he had heard of ships being pur- 
chased by persona said to act on behalfcof 
the BnBBianB,ibjit;there if .no reason to 
suppose sdoh' ships will be employed in 
the event of war as privateers in contra- 
vention of the Paris declaration, so there 
is no reason to believe the U»ited States 
will depart from an observance of tho 
three rules of tho Washington Treaty. 
There is no disputing the responsibility 
resting on the Qovernment, of Russia and 
the United States, there is no reason to 
suppose they would violate their respoc- 
tive engagements. 

Constantinople, May 21, — Five thou- 
sand refugees assombled to-dajr and sent 
a deputation to tho Porto asking for re 
lief and declaring thoir provisions had 
failed and sickness was increasing among 
them. The Porto promised that thoir 
rations would henceforth be regularly dis- 
tributed.

THE ELECTION IN THE CITY. 



A Clean Sweep for the Opposition ! 

The eleotion of four leprosontatives in 
the locaX Legislatnre for tho City took 
plaoo yesterday and passed off without 
sxoitemont. Thoro \yere eight caudiihitos 
in theiiold, their naraos being as follows: 
Hon. A. 0. Elliott, Messrs. Tiimblo, Fiu- 
layson, Boavon, Wilson, Williams, Drum- 
nond and Caroy. Tbo voting took plaoo 
at tlie Polioo Barraoka, nndor tho super- 
Tision of Hon. A. F. Pembottoi!, Koturu- 
ing Oflioor, and the polls opened at 8 ii.m. 
and closed at 4 p.m. The vote cast wns 
not BO heavy aa was expected, tho total 
bsing nearly 300 short of the aggregate 
names on the voting list. Groat activity, 
ho^rever, prevailed amongst tho Opposi- 
tion candidates vrho seemed to realize tho 
fact that they would have to do their ut- 
moat to defeat the Government cnndi- 
datei. The result of the election was a 
great surprise to oven the fsaoBtrdrdeht 
■npportera of tho Opposition who at no 
time during tho day oxpooted to bo able 
to elect more than two or at the very boat 
threa of tho gontlomon running in their 
intareata. The Government's friends 
\fere apparently too oonfldent of victory, 
and to this and other reasons may be at- 
i tribntod the result of the doy'o work. Tbe 
counting of tho ballot papers commenced 
shortly after 4 p.m. and at 8.30 o'clock the 
Returning Officer declared the result of 
the poll to ho as follows. •

After the returning officer bad declared 
the state of tho poll, tho successful candi- 
dates briefly addressed tho electors present 
thanking thorn for tho honor conferred 
and promising to carry out their respoo- 
tive pledges to the letter, and as each gen- 
tleman retired from the rostrum ho was 
aocordod the usual cheers. 

Mr. Elliott being loudly called for was 
received with applause.

' election to the Houao ho had not been 
guilty of any action of whiclu, be felt 
ashamed nor wonld be, had the.resnlt of 
tbe day's voting been otbei;wis8;-lfave de- 
viated from a course that he felt assured 
had boon benefloial to tho country. Ho 
had kept his promiaes to tho electors, but 
they had thought it prudent to defeat him 
and. he trusted they were satisflsd.

Oar London Letter. 

(Ftoia onr own Correkpondent.)

On April the 11th and 12th we had 
two days of tho heaviest rain experienc- 
ed in tbe neighborhood of London 
since 1842. For about thirty hours it 
was a continual do^rnpour 'without a 
moment's oesBation, Hooding tho low 
lying districts round the metropolis 
and causing considerable damage to 
property of every kind, but fortunate- 
ly no lives were lost. Rain makes pe. 
destrianism in London quite miserable 
because there ia so muoh traffic that 
it makes the mud on the footways al- 
most like putty and tho heaviness of 
tbe atmosphere causes one to feel dull 
and drowsy. The rain alluded to 
caused quite a consternation on the 
south side of the river for there was a 
report current that the southern high 
level sewera had bursted which in a 
short time would cause an inundation, 
but luckily the report was not true. 
Still there was reason for an^tietj be- 
cause many: of the smaller sewers were 
almost choked, the flow of surface 
water into them being so great; but it 
would be really wonderful if either tho 
larger or smaller sewera broke for pro- 
bably in the world there is no firmer 
brickwork. The ancients had seven 
wonders, but I don't think they had 
any equal to Boine of those in the 
mighty metropolis of the British ^ Em- 
pire and foremost among them * may 
justly be placed its system of sewerage 
The main sewers might be ftompafed 
to subterranean qanals as there are 
flowing tbrovjgh them bodies of water 
as large as some of the water highways 
on which a deal of the commerce of 
the country is carried. These great 
drains run for about sixteen miles pa 
rallel with the Thames, on the north 
sid^i to Nortih Woolwich; on the south 
side to OrossnesB point, where there, are 
situated filtering bods of immense 
size covering nearly pn^ hundred 
acres. Here tho aewerage is, do 
oydorized,— patent cement being made 
of one portioii of it, and the refuse 
turned into a capital mani^ro which 
among the hop- farmers of Kent is in 
great demai^d — and thus purified the 
aflluent waters aro by immense pu^ips 
liftied into the Thames when tbp tide 
is ebbipg m as to leave no chance fo 
a deposit remaining behind. Yet not- 
withstanding .all this precaution pow- 
erful steam dredgers are continually at 
work to keep the the river clear. 
Great inins like those of the 11th and 
12th are from a sanitary point of Ivievf 
very beneficial to th^ c^ty for t$ey 
thoroughly clear put the drains and 
sewers as well as wash tjhe streets, the 
conformation of yhioh is such that the 
water banhot •we^l ' lodgo and if it 
should 9haDce to do's6 it is Boon swept 
off by the scavengers of whom there are 
some thoUEandfl. 



was a mud bank on which tbe tide used to 
recede and flow, wharves and narrow, 
old fashioned waterways leading down to 
it. What an extraordinary trausforma- 
tion may at any time bo carried out by 
money and labor and nowhere is that fact 
to be aeon more than in tho city of Lon- 
don. On tbe entire water front of tbe 
eifbanlunent from Blaokfriars to West- 
minster there is a roagnifloient wall of 
granite, principally Scotch aud Irish. Tbe 
footway along this wall ia an average 
width of eighteen feet and made entirely 
of three inch thick tooled Yorkshire pav- 
ing, with shade trees planted twonty-flve 
feet apart along the kerb, which is also 
worked granite afoot wide and two deep, 
tbe paving aud kerb being laid on a bed 
of cement concrete. Tbe roadway is 
macadamised with broken Gurnsoy gran- 
ite compressed into a level surface by a 
steam roller thirty-two tons weight. The 
obannelB aro pawned with four cour- 
se! of Leiesteshiro granite sets, throe 
inches wide and six deep, which are so 
smooth and well laid that water cannot 
rest on them. Beneath the. roadway is 
tbo underground railway which runs from 
near tho Mausion bouse in tho heart of 
tbe city to all tho woatern portions of tho 
metropolis. Underneath the railway is 
again the north low level main sewor 
tluroagh whioh;,tbere flows actually a river 
aa it receives the fleet ditoh and numerous 
other watercourses which in Shake- 
speare's time were trout streams, but aro 
now reeking sewers. On tho town side of 
the embankment thero are hero and there 
nicely laid out iDublio gardens in which 
there are seats for tho tired and weary to 
sit down and rest. In the corner of thoao 
gardens near the statate'bf " General Sir 
Jame Outram, tho conqueror of Dude, is 
to stand tho famous monolith 
that on its surface has written in 
hieroglyphics a portion of Egypt's 
ancient history. This wonderful 
piece of granito causes many curious 
thoughts to rise in tbo mind of the anti- 
quarian and studont of history. It saw 
Judas Maoabrus drawing, the sword for 
the freedom of :2theiibhpBen people. It 
witnessed Alexander atid his conquering 
Greeks extending thoir rule over tho om- 
iro of tho Modes and Persians. It bo- 
lold the arms of migiity Eomo subduing 
Egypt and Judea and governing them by 
means of native kings and satraps, who 
received their authority from the Eomair 
senate. It^wa8^a^:Bpopjxitprx 0^^ war 
bofcweeh CffiMr*and- Pompey, " and* again 
between Ciosar and Mark Anthony. It 
bears tho name of Mark Anthony's mis- 
tress, Cleopatra tho famous, or ralhor in- 
famous, but beautiful, Queon of Egypt, 
who in her peril shook off her lover and 
tried to oaptivat* Augnstus Omsar, his op- 
] joneht;-vbut • that , ruler brouightt her to 
![{ome in bbains, whore she'died from tho 
bite of an odder on; her arm, she, pre- 
vioua to hor downfall, having put several 
3eople to death by different methods to 
mow which was the least painful form of 
suicide. Did the ancients do the excellent 
sculpture of . this monument yrith iron, 
stee^- copper or brasa toola? for certainly 
the work is equal to any done now with 
all our modern improvenionts, and not- 
withstanding that the stone ia exceedingly 
hard there is somo fears tho damp and 
highly carbonised air of London will in a 
few years affect tbo minute Boulpture and 
tracery on the column just as it is now 
obliterating the carvings on the walls of 
the House of Commons. A writer in one 
of our morning papers says that tho pres- 
ence of the needle in London fulfils a 
prophecy in scripture— that tho sceptre 
■hall never fall from tho seed of David — 
from which the writer would infer the 
onrioaa and heterogoneoua mixture now 
oftUed Engliah are|^6ne-l?of> the twelve 
tribes of larael. Bu t in 'Paris there is an 
Egyptian needle older and larger than 
our«, a fact which I think would confound 
this gentleman's erudition. 

In London just now there is consider- 
able activity in tho 

■ , > IiAUOB MARKET 

Moat trades being pretty busy although 
in commerbial oirolea there are complaints 
of stagnation. Tho prioo of labor is on 
the whole good , and may bo classified as 
follows: Bricklayers niueponoo per hour, 
masons the same; builders' laborers six- 
pence; carpentors eigbtpenco halfpenny; 
street laborers fivepence halfpenny; black- 
smiths six shilliDgsper day: most of the 
building trade's'/'workirig fifty hours per 
week, whilo street masons and paviors 
work fifty-four and a half. FoBd or 
olothing ia not dear; bread being in tho 
bakers' shops only sovenponco per four 
pound loiif, which must be. full weight; 
meat from ' aevenpence to a shilling a 
pound; potatoea a penny a pound; tea from 
two to four shillings per pound; coffee one 
and fourpenco jjor pound; sugar four to 
fivopenco per pound; milk fiveponoo per 
quart; and clothes at least thirty-fivo per 
cent, cheaper than ^a Victoria; houso- 
ront being tbe heaviest woiglit on tho 
workingmlan B shoulders, but by keeping 
away from the beer, Bhop/and gin palace 
and taking care of his work, a mechanic 
in London content to live by wages only, 
may do so quito comfortably; but except 
by a more obnnco or superhuman effort it 
would be difficult for him to leave tho 
heaton track in which he had been mov- 
ing. This of course arises from the fac^ 
of our social and to a certain extent poli- 
tical inttitutions being founded on a 
feudal basis which wore formed for tho 
purpoio of perpetuating class rule and 
casteism in society. Wo "nro gradually 
reforming our laws and domeatio systom 
of government. . Newspapers and cheap 
literature are doing wonders in develop- 
ing the intelligehoe of ih^ people. As a 
race we are slow to move and diflioult to 
convince, but onco got us started and then 
•we go on gi\thoriiig speed as we proceed 
— a, fact which wo have demonstrated bo- 
yo.nd yea or nay in the groat political 
movements of tho past eighty yeur8,_a 
period the highest and most important iu 
English history.
